Voyager Il has just passed by the upper layer of atmosphere of the 3rd largest planet in our Solar System, Uranus. The passby was on January 24th 
at a distance of 50,000 miles of this 7th planet from the Sun...and it's findings are startling! 


At press time, we did not have the findings of this “close encounter’ but as Voyager II approached the planet, it discovered it had a system of 9 
faint rings...7 moons, never seen before...and what appears to be indications of “weather on the planet!!

COMET HALLEY CAN'T BE SEEN IN FEBRUARY, 
BUT WILL RETURN IN MARCH AND APRIL 


Halley’s Comet is behind the Sun in February, but during the last week of February it reappears in the early morning 
in the east with a bright star-like head and possibly a long tail. During the end of the oni of March, Comet Halley will 
display its long tail in the southeastern sky just before the first light of dawn. 

Toward the end of the first week of April, when the bright moon stops interfering with the viewing of the Comet, Halley 
will be as bright as it wili get! Unfortunately, it will then be very low in the southern sky, so find a place where you can get 
a very good view of the southern horizon with no trees or buildings in the way. Hose Olivorex
